THE NEW TREATY.

A SUBSTANTIAL GAIN OVER THE
PREVIOUS IDEAS,

A Ganrantee That Amercicans Will
Not  Be Disturbed in Chinn—Ad-
mits That o Chinnman WL Swedar
to Amything Thit Wil Benent
Him.

Washingion, April 1$.—Comment has
heen caused by the announcement that
Senator White, of Callfornli,  favors
the new Chinesa treaty.

To an Assoclated Press reporier, the
senator has given, for the first time,
the reason for his attitude on the sub-
Ject.

“Phe treaty recognizes!” he sald,
“the walidity of the Geary-McCreary
act; and explicitly declares that the
Ohinese government does not object
its enforcems=nt. This is & substan-
Hal gain, bechu=e the Supreme Court
sustained the validity of the Ceary  Lw
by a mere majorily, and one of the
Justices whose wvote determined the
case has died, so that all recogiize Lhe
uncertainty of a second presentation
to: that tribunal.

“The provision whereby the Unlted
Siates agress to furniszh anoually  to
Chinn the names of Amertcans restding
thers, I8 In faet a guldrantes by the
Chines= emplre that Americans will oot
be disturbed. While the Chinese gov-
erpment is npot friendly to American
residents, the effect of the provision ls
thut it {8 mede ltable pacuntardy or
|nmr:-rwtse_ for ‘injuries 1o our people
there.” _

As to the criticlsm against the privi-
lege of Chinese laborers having & wife,
child or parent In the United States,
property or debt, he sald: *“The pro-
vislon only appiles to laborers regis-
tered.

mit that Chipsmen swedr to anything,
but in this case the wveracity can he
pussed upon by an American official
Individuals professing to be fnterested
|hiava announced that the proposed
treaty will open the door to a Chinese
invasion, but no laborer can enter
without 4 return certificate, and If we
admit that there may be substitntlion—
which I do mnot concede, the number
of leborers cannot be increased, be-
ciuse one cartificita represonts ong
man., Tha right to return is expliciily
repognized by Congress in the Marrow
net of 1858, and jegislatlon was al that
time considered by anti-Chinese ndvo-
onies @s  progressive, The present
treaty is drawn up on the lines of the
Morrow Bbill, and s soon as it becomes
evident tiat the Chinese government
intends to ratify it, a blil'can be passed
providing for the enforcement O the
tredaty provisions; and containing the
proper stringent. regulations and pen-
alties. The Morrow bill contalned a
provision for- photogreaphy which s
now supplied by the Geary-McoCreary
ijaw. The Chinese government declined
to agree to the treaty In 1888, upon the
prounds that tha certificate issued to
the departing Chinese iaborers should
be granted by & Chipese consul.
